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CHAPTER I, 
ALLEN COUNTY TO 1850 


The early history of Allen County is the story of 
a portage. The St. Marys and the St. Joseph rivers 
4oin within the boundaries of this county to form the 
Maumee River. From this junction explorers, traders, 
and adventurers could go down the Maumee River to Lake 
Erie or up the St. Joseph River into Michigan. They 
could go up the St. Marys River, cross a portage to 
the Great Miami overt and then down it to the Ohio 
River. The most important and the most used route 
through Allen County was the portage between the Maumee 
River and the Little River, s tributary of the Wabash. 
This portage extended for approximately seven niles 
aattiwast from the junction of the St. Marys and the 
St. Joseph rivers and was the vital link in the short- 
est water route between the St. Lawrence River and the 
Mississippi River. It was used extensively by the 
Indians before the coming of the White Man. 

The raids of the Iroquois Indians into the iid- 
West had made Indiana and Ohio untenantable during the 


line Maumee River was first known as the Miami 
of Lake Erie. 
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middle of the seventeenth century, but as their raids 
subsided, the Miami Indians settled in the area of 
Allen County around the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury.2 Near the head of the Maumee River they estab- 
lished the Indian village of Kekionga which became 
the chief seat of the Kiami proper. During all the 
future treaty negotiations with the United States, 
the Miamis were considered the original owners of the 
Wabash Country and the other tribes were looked upon 
as tenants or intruders .* 
io written record has been found that definitely 
establishes the first white man to pass through Allen 
County. Sieur de La Salle in a letter written on 
November 9, 1680, tells of a river at the end of Lake 
Erie that is the shortest route to the Illinois Coun- 


try, but there is no definite proof that he ever used

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this route.? It 4s altogether possible that he had 
heard of this route through some of the Indians, 

Ags the French of New France began to expand their 
fur trade, they soon established a trading post at 
the Miami village. Governor de Vaudreuil wrote a 
letter to the Council of Marine on October 24, 1722, 
in which he assumes credit for sending M. de Buisson, 
Captain, to establish a post among the Miami. He 
wrote that the log fort Buisson had built and finish- 
ed last May was the finest in the upper country.© 
This would mean that the first stockade fort in Allen 
County was established in May, 1722. 

The accounts of the French activities at Post 
Uieami at the head of the Maumee River are very scarce. 
Those that are available are the letters or accounts 
of the travellers, who in the course of their travels 


either visited this post or used the portage between

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the Maumee and the Wabash. Monsieur Raimond was in 
charge of the rost when Bonnecamp reached the head of 
the Maumee River in September, 1749. In describing 
the post he says: 
The fort of the Kiamis was in very bed condition when 
we reached it; most of the palisades were decayed and 
fallen into ruins. Within there were eight houses, 
--or, to speak more correctly, eight miserable huts, 
which only the desire of making money could render 
endurable. The French there pene hes 223 all of then, 
even to the commandant, had fever. 

In December, 1760, during the French and Indian 
War, Post Miami was surrendered by the French to Lieu- 
tenant Robert Butler and twenty rangers .° Three years 
later the Indians rose against the English, and under 
‘the leadership of Pontiac, an Ottawa chief, besieged 
the English forts in the West. At Fort Miami ea young 
Indian squaw led Ensign James Holmes, the British 


commander of the fort, into a trap where he was slain. 


On May 27, 1763, Fort Miami was destroyed and all but

The fort was never 
rebuilt by the British, but the French continued to 
live there and traders continued to visit the Indians 
at their Miami village.!° 

Instead of rebuilding the fort at the head of the 
Maumee River, the British used the Miami village as 
an outpost of Detroit and the Wabash-Maumee portage 
was a part of their main route to the West. At one 
time so much material was transported over this land 
route between the Maumee and the Little River that the 
British resorted to the use of carts over this seven 
mile portage.++ puring the American Revolution, Lieu- 
tenant Henry Hamilton moved about 200 troops and 300 
Indians with 97,000 pounds of equipment over the por- 


tage on his way to recapture Vincennes from George

Soon after the close of the American Revolution, 
Virginia surrendered her claims to the land northwest 
of the river Ohio and the Northwest Territory became 
a part of the United States. The immediate influx of 
thousands of settlers into this area was of great 
concern to the Indian, He began to see the insecurity 
of his hold upon the lands of his ancestors. 

The Indian raids on the ever-increasing settlers 
soon brought the armed might of the United States 
against them in retaliation for their undeclared war, 
Since the Miami tribe was the strongest Indian group 
in this area, General Harmar was sent in 1790 to de- 
stroy their property eround the St. Marys and the St. 
Joseph rivers, On the twentieth and twenty-first of 
October his troops destroyed five villages, over 20,000 
bushels of corn, large quantities of beans, pumpkins, 
hay, and property, but in doing this General Harmar 
allowed himself to be ambushed and he lost 183 men

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killed and 31 men wounded.23 In 1791 General Arthur 
St. Clair, then governor of the Northwest Territory, 
while on his way to destroy the Miamis, was surprised 
by Little Turtle and decisively defeated near the 
present site of Fort Recovery, ohio.+* 

President George Washington then chose General 
Anthony Wayne to quiet the Indians of northeastern 
Indiana and northwestern Ohio. After thorough prep- 
aration of his troops and observing all the pre- 
cautions that were necessary in Indian warfare, he 
dealt the death-blow to the Miami Confederation on 
August 20, 1794, at the Battle of Fallen Timbers,}9 
Gerleral Wayne then moved to the chief seat of the 
Miamis at the head of the Maumee River where he 
completed the construction of a fort on October 22, 
1794.15 colonel Hamtramck, the officer left to 


command the new fort, was responsible for giving the

‘ General Wayne met the Indians at Greenville, Ohio, 
and concluded the Treaty of Greenville on August 3, 
1795. Among the provisions of the treaty were two 
sections that pertained directly to Fort Wayne and 
vicinity. The following lands were to belong to the 
United States: 

5. One piece six miles square, at or near the 
confluence of the rivers St. Mary's and St. Joseph's, 
where fort Wayne now stands, or near it. 

6. One piece two miles square, on the Wabesh 
river, at the end of the portage from the Miami of 
the lake, and about eight miles westward from fort 
Wayne. 

These two sections made sure that both ends of the 
Wabash-Maumee portage would not be left under the con- 
trol of the Indians. 

During the period of the American occupation of 
the Old Northwest, one infantry company, varying in 


size because of transfers and discharges, was kept at 


Fort Wayne. This company included one captain, one

lieutenant, one ensign, four sergeants, four corporals, 
seven musicians, and from thirty-five to fifty pri- 
vates, William Wells served as Indian Agent at the 
Fort from 1799 to 1809, and John Johnson conducted the 
government trading house at Fort Wayne from 1802 to 
1811, This Indian Agency was transferred to Logan- 
sport in 1828 by Colonel John Tipton,29 

Early in the War of 1812, Fort Wayne was besieged 
by the Indians and General William Eenry Harrison with 
2,000 troops from Kentucky and 700 troops from Ohio 
rushed to relieve the Fort, Robert Breckinridge HMc- 
Afee, a captain with the Kentucky volunteers and later 
Lieutenant Governor of Kentucky, described Fort Wayne

Colonel John Allen, who commanded one of the regi- 


ments of Kentucky riflemen, was one of the keymen in 


the relief of Fort Wayne. He was killed by the Indians 


at the Battle of River Rasin on January 22, 1813, and 


Allen County was later named in his honor, 24 


The indians had claims to two-thirds of the land 
within the present boundaries of Indiana when Indiana 
became a state in 1816.°° ‘the Miami Ind4ans had be- 
gun to seli their lands to the United States around 
1812, and by 1827 they had sold most of their lands 
in Indiana. On November 28, 1840, at Forks of the 
Wabash they ceded all of their remaining lands in 
Irddiana and agreed to move west of the Mississippi 
River to land that had been assigned to them.23 

On May &, 1822, Congress passed a law establish- 
ing a land office at Fort Wayne to sell the land that 


had been recently secured from the Indians. As soon 


as the land was surveyed, it was to be sold at not

The first land sales at Fort Wayne took place on 
October 22, 1822. Fricr to this time such men as 
Samuel Hanna, James Barnet, Alexander Ewing, and 
Samuel Comparet were either traders or squatters.2? 

When Indiana was created in 1816, the territory 
of Allen County wes included as a part of Knox County 
and all affairs of this vicinity were settled at Vin- 
cennes up to 1818. From 1818 to 1823 this territory 
was attached to Randolph County with the county seat 
at Winchester.2° 

The General Assembly of Indisna on December 17, 
1823, approved the formation of a new county out of 
the counties of Randolph and Delaware to be known as 
Allen County. Section three of the act forming Allen 
County said:

The com- 
missioners above named shall convene at the honse of 
Alexander Ewing in the said county of Allen, on the 
fourth Monday of May next, and shall immediately PEg- 
ceed to discharge the duties assigned them by law. 
The commissioners selected Fort Wayne as the county 
seat and on Nay 22, 1824, under the supervision of 
Sheriff Allen Hamilton, elections were held for the 
county officers. Benjamin Cushman and Samuel Hanna 
were elected judges of the curcuit court, and Anthony 
Davis was elected recorder-clerk, 7° 

On May 26, 1824, William Rockhill, Francis Com- 
paret, and James Wyman presented certificates fron 
Sheriff Allen Hamilton that they had been properly 
elected as commissioners of Allen County end imme- 
diately began to transect the county business. One 
of their first appointments was John Tipton to be the 
county agent. Five days leter they "Ordered that 
the county of Allen be constituted as one township

All of the early county meetings were held in Fort 
Wayne at the houses of William Suttonfield end Alex- 
ander Ewing until the first court house was completed 
in 1832,°° 

Fort Wayne was laid-out in August, 1822, and the 
original plat of the town was recorded by John T. Barr 
and John HcCorkle in the Recorders Office of Randolph 
County in Winchester, + The first newspaper, The 
Sentinel, was established in Fort Wayne in 1833, and 
two years later the Fort Wayne Branch of the State 
Bank was established with Hugh NeCulloch, later Sec- 
retary of tne Treasury; under President Lincoln, as the 
cashier, By 1640, Fort Wayne had grown sufficiently 
in size to be classified as a city, and on February 
22, 1840, the State Legislature approved its city

The greatest stimulus for the growth of Allen 
County prior to 1850 was the Wabash-Erie Canal. From 
the time that the White Man first began to use the 
portage between the Wabash and the Maumee rivers he 
had dreamed of the day when a water passage could be 
built between the two rivers and the overland haul 
could be discontinued. After WcAfee had been at 
Fort Wayne during the War of 1812, he wrote: 

The Miami [Maumee] is navigable for boats from 
this place [Fort Wayné] to the Lake, and the portage 
to the nearest navigable branch of the Wabash, is but 
seven or eight miles, through a level marshy prairie, 
from which the water runs both to the Wabesh and St. 
Marys. A canal at some future day will unite these 
rivers, and thus render a town at Fort Wayne, as 
formerly the most considerable place in all that 
country.23 

On May 26, 1824, Congress passed "An Act to 
authorize the state of Indiana to open a canal through 
the public lands, to connect the navigation of the 


rivers Wabash and the Miami of Lake Erie,"34 The

immediate success of the Erie Canal was a great stim- 
ulation for canal building and touched-off a period 
of extensive internal improvements and canal building 
in the Mid-West. The United States, in 1827, gave to 
Indiana a grant of land equal to one-half of five 
sections in width in alternate sections on each side 
of the proposed canal.3? On January 5, 1828, the 
State of Indiana accepted the grant froz Congress and 
work on the canal was to begin immediately,2° The 
first land sales from this grant took place at Logan- 
sport in October, 1830, and in Fort Wayne in the same 
month two years later,37 

The work on the canal was slow and greatly ham- 
pered by floods. By July 4, 1843, the Wabash-Erie 
Canal was opened from Lafayette to Toledo, and its 
longest period of uninterrupted travel was 261 days 
in 1850,3° People were thrilled by the packet boats 
that sped along the canal at the rate of eight miles

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per hour, By 1850, however, the canal was already 
beginning to feel the competition of the railroads, 
both those that were completed and those that were 
contemplated. The Wabash-Erie Canal was finally sold 
on February 12, 1876, at a tremendous loss, and the 
hopeful dreams of its supporters faded. 

Allen County was coming into its own by 1850, 
The Indiana Gazetteer in 1350 estimated the population 
of the county at 13,000, but stated that "...until 
lately the agriculture of the county was not in a good 
condition," In summing up its description of Allen 
County, this publication seys: 

There is now every appearance that Allen will 
be one of the best, as it is among the largest, coun= 
ties in the State. In aid of the business on the 
canal, plank roads ere in the process of eeaatnictton 
in several directions from Fort Wayne, and that town 


will soon be surpassed by no okbers in the State, ex- 
cept Madison and Indianapolis.

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CHAPTER If, 
ALLEN COUNTY'S POPULATION IN 1850 


Allen Gounty as a separate unit was first in- 
cluded ratte Féderal Census of 1830. At that time 
its population Ve penrorimately 1,000. Seven years 
earlier, when Indiana was divided into two congres- 
sional districts, only fifty votes were polled in the 
entire northern part of the state.l There were 5,942 
wereons living in Allen County when the sixth United 
States Census was teken in 1840, en increase of almost 
6CO per cent in the ten year period.2 | 

The population of Indiena in 1850 was slightly 
below one million, yet it ranked seventh in population 
among the states of the Union. Of its 988,416 inhab- 
itants, 16,919 33 1.71 per cent lived in Allen County. 
In the two decades from 1830 to 1850, the population 
of Indiana had increased approximately three-fold

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teen times as large as it was in 1830.3 

The period from 1830 to 1850 had seen the com- 
pletion of the Wabash-Erie Canal through Allen County. 
The public lands were almost all sold, and Wayne 
Township hed been subdivided again and again until 
there were nineteen townships in the largest county 
in Indiana.* 

Kost of the settlers who came to Indiana prior 
to 1830 came by way of the Ohio River to southern 
Indiana. At that time the rivers provided the only 
practical means of travel, and the Ohio River vas the 
answer to this all-important question of transporta- 
tion: How to get tc Indiana and how to get the pre- 
ducts of the farms to market? The hostility of the 
Indians in northern Indiana was another factor that 
tended to keep most of the early settlers in the 
southern part of the state.

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lands outside of Indiana had cleared the northern 
part of the state for settlers. The opening of the 
Wabash-Erie Canal provided a water route for the 
transportation of products to the East. New York 
could now serve as a commercial port for the Mid-West. 
The two chief hindrances for settlement in northern 
Indiana had been overcome by 1850. 
The work of digging the Wabash-Erie Canal had 
drawn some people to Allen County, but there is no 
way of determining how many of these people remained 
after the canal was completed through the county. The 
Irish and the Germans predominated among the immigrants 
who came to work on the canal, and after its completion 
some of them settled along the banks of the canal. 
Back from the canal, the density of the Irish and 
German settlers dropped off bona iderablyce 
Many of these early immigrants were Catholics, 
and Francis Comparet wrote in 1833 that there were

The next year, 
1834, Father Badin wrote that: 

I must go to Fort Wayne, thence visit the Forks 
of the Fabash where many Irish and German Catholics 
have been expecting me, who are employed in digging 
a canal, and ere desirous of building a chapel. 

By 1850, however, the Wabash-Erie Canal was finished 
through Allen County and the migratory workers who 
were engaged in digging the canal had moved farther 
south with the construction. Those who remained 
were engaged in more permanent occupations. 

The fact that Allen County was settled later than 
the southern part of the state and the difficulty of 
transportation from the south into Allen County helps 
to account to some extent for the differences in the 
nativity of the population of Allen County and the 
rest of the state of Indiana. In Indiana, 16.45 per 
cent of the population had teen born in the southern 
states, while in Allen County only 2.38 per cent of 
the population came from the south - over half of 


them from Virginie. The foreign-born inhabitants of

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Indiana accounted for 5.51 per cent of its total pop- 
ulation; those people born outside of the United 
States made up 23.17 per cent of the population of 
Allen County, and almost 63 per cent of this foreign 
population was from Germany. 

Over half of the people living in Allen County 
in 1850 were born in one of the North Central States. 
Of the 9,267 persons born in the North Central States, 
5,334 were born in Indiana and 3,839 were born in 
Chio. This leaves less than 50 per cent of the county's 
inhabitants born outside of Indiana and Ohio. The 
table on page 22 gives the number of persons, along 
with the percentage of the total, that were born in 
different geographical sections and were living in 
Allen County. The same statistics are given for the 
state of Indiana. The craph thst accompanies the 
table gives a graphical comparison of the percentages 
for Allen County and Indiana.?

The population of Allen County was almost evenly 
divided between males and females. There were 8,674 
males and 8,045 females, There were 2,729 married 
couples residing together, 222 of them having been 
married sometime within the twelve months preceding 
July, 1650.

Fort Wayne in 1650 was entirely within Wayne 
Township and had 4,282 of Wayne Township's 5,282 in- 
habitants.

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CHAPTER III. 
HOW THE POPULATION CAME TO ALLEN COUNTY 


One of the factors that influenced the migration 
of people to the frontier was the preference to go 
where the seasons were similar to those with which the 
migrators had been familiar .+ To select a location 
where the seasons and the climate were different meant 
drastic changes in living habits and the necessity of 
learning how to grow new crops. This desire to find 
similar climatic conditions was exceptionally strong, 
but it was conditioned to a large extent by the routes 
that were available and opened to the frontier, 

The people who had settled in southern Indiana 
had come by the way of the Ohio River. By the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century it was a well-estab- 
lished route to the West. While northern Indiana 
could be reached from the Great Lakes by the Maumee 
River, it was navigable only for canoes and small 
boats. This satisfied the needs of the fur traders 


and the travellers, but it was unsatisfactory for

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the settlers who desired to move eny quantity of 
goods with them to a new home. It was not a suitable 
route for marketing the products of the frontier farms. 
When Bonnecamp went down the Maumee River after visit- 
ing the Miami Village in 1749, he says that they were 
stopped by beds of flat stone "At almost every in- 
stant..." where it was necessary to drag their boats, 
although they did find "...beautiful reaches of smooth 
water, but they were few and short,"'2 

The eastern central counties of Indiana were 
settled by people who came over the National or Cum- 
berland Road. North of the line of the Cumberland 
Road the main lines of travel to the West were along 
the lake shores.> As early cs 1809 there were three 
turnpikes across the state of New York from the Hud- 
son River to Lake Erie: The New State Road, The 
Ontario and Genesee Turnpike, and The Lake Erie Turn- 
pike. Buffalo, New York, grew on the western end of 
the Genesee Road. The people who came over these 


roads came to northern Ohio, some came directly to

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Indiana, and some stopped a short time in Ohio.* 


The high price of land in Ohio caused many of the 
settlers to seek cheaper lands in the states farther 
west. ir, Johann Wolfgang Schreyer, a native of Ba- 
varia who hed settled in Indiana, wrote to his friends 
in Germany in 1845 that the cost of 30-40 acres of 
land in Ohio equaled the cost of a whole section in 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, or Iowa. Many of the 
Germans in Ohio were anxious to sell their lands so 
they could move farther west.” 

Cities along the Ohio River far exceeded those 
of the Great Lakes in size and population. In 1843 
a writer in Hunt's Ferchant's Magazine said that 
Cincinnati would continue to be the most important 
city up to 1890, but the fact that people have been 
coming into the Lake region and products have been 
going out through the Great Lakes to seek an eastern 
market made him expect a city on the Great Lakes to 
go around Cincinnati.°©

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a water route from the East to the Great Lakes. The 
opening of the Wabash-Erie Canal from the southwestern 
end of Lake Erie made a navigable water route into the 
northeastern part of Indiana. Frederick Jackson Turner 
says thats 

Indiana, in comparison with other states of the 
section, had received few New Englenders and foreigners. 
Cut off from direct access, by the bad roads of the 
Black Swamp in northwestern Chio and by the lack of 
Indiana herbors and the presence of sané dunes south 
of Lake Lichigan, the Northern migration seeking the 
Great Lakes Basin found the lines of least resistance 
into Michigan, northern Illinois, and scuthern Wis- 
consin to be by lake steamers, and then by railroads, 
to DeLay as Chicago, and to the latter's rival, Hil- 
waukee, 

Water transportation by steamer up the Hudsen 
River from New York to Albany in 1847 cost "...only 
half a dollar, and there are even some ships that 
charge only twenty-five cents." One year earlier the 
cost had been $1.50 end at one time as much as $8.00. 
From Albany a person could travel the 370 miles to 
Buffalo by rail for $12.00. On the Erie Canal the same 
trip cost $7.50, including meals, and took but one day

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Immigrant travel over the Erie Canal to the Great 
Lakes and the West was heavy,” elthough relatively few 
of them found their way to northern Indiana. While the 
foreign-born made up less than six per cent of Indiana's 
total population in 1850, the fact that approximately 
one-fourth of Allen County's population was foreign- 
born shows that some immigrants did find their way to 
Allen County and Fort fayne, probably on the Wabash- 
Erie Canal. 

The use of the Wabash-Erie Canal was not restric- 
ted to the immigrants, for according to Benton its in- 
fluence was greater on interstate migration than on 
immigration. 2° Nor was the movement of pecple into 
Allen County entirely dependent on the Canal. As 
early as 1824 the Indiana Legislature approved the 
location and marking of several roads leading to Fort 
Wayne. Two of these proposed roads were to intersect 
roads that were already built in Ohio in the direction 


of Fort Wayne: one from Fort Defiance and the other

roads as well as those that were added later were well- 
travelled avenues for settlers into Allen County. 

By 1850 the people who were leaving the eastern 
states to find homes farther west were going beyond 
Ohio. Even such western states as Ohio were losing 
the children of their early settlers. By 1850 Ohio 
had sent about 250,000 natives to other states and 
approximately 125,000 of these had come to Indiana.-? 
It is-hardly probable that these people all journeyed 
north to the Wabash-Erie Canal} £t-is-mére likely that 
they—came-over the roads that then existed. 

The census of 1850 lists 3,117 families living 
in Allen County. Of the heads of these families, 
2,381, or 76.39 per cent, of them had no children born 
between their place of birth and the state of Indiana. 
Of the remaining 736 family heads, 71.73 per cent had 
children born in Ohio and 20.11 per cent had children 
born in one of the Middle Atlantic states before they

came through Ohio or one of the Middle Atlantic states 
on their way to Indiana. 

The table on pege 41 shows the number of persons 
who were heads of families occording to the geographical 
sections in which they were born and the number who 
hed children born in various states and countries on 
their way to Indiana. 

Only 17.05 per cent of the heads of families born 
outside of the United States had children born between 
their native countries and Indianas 15.27 per cent in 
e North Central or Middle Atlantic state,4 The lar- 
gest number came directly to Indiana or tarried but a 
few years on the way. The table on page 42 shows the 
number of foreign-born heads of families having chil- 
dren born in other states and countries besides their 
Place of birth.

states. The table on page 44 shows the birthplace 
of the men accerding to geographical sections and the 
birthplace of their wives according to state or country. 
It is impossible to determine how many married on 
their way to Indiana or how many married after coming 
to Indiana, but the number of men from the Middle 
Atlantic States, the New England States, the Southern 
States, and Foreign countries who married women born 
in Ohio would tend to show a movement through the state 
of Ohio.

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CHAPTER IV. 
OCCUPATIONS AND PROPERTY VALUES 


Allen County had 8,874 males in 1850.4 of this 
number 4,794 were sixteen years of age or older. Two 
hundred and seventy-four of these men were listed in 
the census as having no occupation and the remaining 
4,520 were employed in 134 different occupations. A 
list of the different occupations, the number of men 
employed in each occupation, and the place of birth 
of each of these men is listed in Arpendix D. 

Almost 71 per cent of those listed as having an 
occupation were either farmers or laborers; 40.64 
per cent were farmers and 30.07 per cent were laborers, 
Since most of the laborers were working on farms, it 
can be said without reservations that far over half of 
the men in Allen County over sixteen years of age 
were engaged in farming. 

Thirty-three occupations accounted for 82.30 per 
cent of the men engeged in gainful occupations. Prac- 


tically all the sen in this group had been born in one 


luniess otherwise noted, all the statistics in 
this chapter are from the Original Returns of the 
Seventh Census, 1650, Allen County, Indisna. 
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of eight states and foreign countries outside of 
Indiana; Indiana~born men made up less than four per 
cent of this group. The table on the following page 
lists these thirty-three occupations in which ten or 
more men were employed, the number of men employed in 
each, and the state or country in which they were born. 
Most of these men had brought an occupation with them 
when they moved to Allen County and were continuing 

to practice that vocaticn. 

Such semi-skilled vocations as blacksmiths, car- 
penters, shoemakers, and tailors contained many Ger- 
mans. While the construction of the ¥abash-Erie 
Canal had passed Allen County by 1850 and the construe- 
tion workers had moved on, these that were working in 
transportation on the canal, such as boat captains, and 
boatmen, were still mostly Germans. Only one Irish- 
man was listed as being a worker on the canal. 

When Johann Schreyer wrote to his friends in 
Germany in 1€45, he said that farm hands in Indiana 
made around one hundred dollars per year and shoemakers 
could make about one dollar per day. According to his 


letter, shoemaking snd woodworking were the best trades.

There were 2,276 persons living in Allen County 
in 1850 who owned real estate. Most of these were males 


who were employed in some occupation (See table below),

It was estimated thst the ratio of real estate owners 
to non-owners in the United States in 1850 vas about 
1 to 3 among all the free males over twenty-one years 
of age. In Allen County there vere 3,942 free males 
over twenty-one years old and 2,181 real estate owners 
who were sixteen years of age or older. The ratio in 
Allen County would have been about 1 to 2, 

There were 1,846 farmers in Allen County and 
1,500 of them owned real estate. This accounts for 
65.91 per cent of all the land owners in the county. 
Of the 1,359 laborers there were only 162 of them who 
owned real estate. 

The average amount of real estate for each land 
owner in Allen County was $1,425.67. The following

Host of the real estate in Allen County was owned 
by persons who had been born outside of the state of 
Indiana. Those born in Pennsylvania owned the most, 
16.20 per cents those from Ohio were second with 14.80 
per cent, and Germans were third with 11.85 per cent.

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CHAPTER V. 
SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


During the two decades between 1630 and 1650, 
Allen County's population increased from 1,000 in 
1830, to 5,942 persons in 1840, and in 1850 its pop- 
ulation was 16,919. This increase was in part due 
to the construction of the Wabash-Erie Canal through 
the county. During this period, New York City had 
become a seaport for the Mid-West. 

In Allen County in 1650 there were 7,073 per- 
sons, or 41,81 per cent of the total population, who 
were 21 years of age or older. There were 9,846 per- 
sons, or 58.19 per cent of the total population, under 
21 years of age. Only 161 persons out of the 7,073 
who were 21 years of age or older were natives of 
Indiana. Kost of the county's population, therefore, 
were children of non-native parents and had been 
born after their parents had moved to Indiana. Only 
a small percentage of the population under 21 years 
of age had been born outside of Indiana. 

The people who were 21 years of age or older had 
come largely from Ohio, Germany, Pennsylvania, and 


New York. There were only 844 persons who were 51 
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years of age or older, and the largest number of these 
Older people were natives of Germany; Pennsylvania had 
the second largest number; Frenchmen were third, and 
Irishmen were fourth. 

Most of the parents and older persons had come 
directly from their original homes to Indiana. There 
are two facts that sucport this statement: most of 
the men married women from their same place of birth, 
and most of the parents had no children born between 
their place of birth and the state of Indiana. The 
birthplace of children indicate the importance of 
routes through New York, Pennsylvania, and expecially 
Ohio. 

The foreign-born in Allen County in 1650 made up 
23.17 per cent of the total population, and the people 
who had been born in the southern states accounted for 
only 2.38 per cent of the total. Compared with the 
rest of the state of Indiana, Allen County had a much 
larger percentage of foreign-born and a considerably 
smaller percentage of southerners. While the people 
of the whole state of Indiana were largely of southern 
stock, the inhabitants of Allen County were mostly 


from the East and foreign countries, 
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Farming was the leading occupation and employed 
40.84 per cent of the men over 16 years of age. 
Laborers accounted for 30.07 per cent of the workers 
in Allen County, The semi-skilled tredes, such as 
carpenters, shoemakers, and blacksmiths, were the 
leading trades, The largest number of persons em- 
ployed in these trades were Germans, 

Most of the property owners in Allen County in 
1850 owned less than $1,000 worth of real estate. 
Only 37 persons out of 2,276 owners owned $10,000 
or more of property. Pennsylvanians owned the most 
property, natives of Ohio were second, Germans were 


third, and New Yorkers were fourth.
